3.— Cardinal 
Della 
Chiesa was elected pope on the ninth 
ballot today by the Sacred College. 
He chose the name of Benedictus fif­ 
teenth. 
Seven foreign cardinals failed 
to arrive and fifty-seven cardinals par­ 
ticipated in the election. 
The last Pope Benedictus was four­ 
teenth of the name, and like Della 
Chiesa, he was Archbishop of Bolo­ 
gna 
H e was elected In 1740. 
Della Chiesa's election was a tribute 
to the late Pope and bis secretary of 
stat*; M erry De! Val, who was his ar­ 
dent supporter. 
Pope Benedictus was 
M erry Del V'al’s assistant, 
and 
later 
became a cardinal and archbishop of 
Bologue. 
It is considered certain that 
he w ill forward the 
policy 
of 
Pope 
Pius of healing the breach between 
the Vatican aud the Q uirinal, dating 
from the loss of the Pope’s temporal 
power. 
The Pope’s coronation 
date 
has not yet been set. 
Cardinal Della Chiesa was born in 
Pedli, Italy, in the year 1834. 
He was 
ordained a priest in 1878; 
went 
to 
Madrid as secretary of the Nunciature 
in 1883, returned to the Vatican as 
the official papal secretary of states iii 
1897. 
in 1801 he was promoted to 
tirst secretary of state; in 1907 
he 
was 
made 
archbishop 
of 
Bologna, 
where he remained until he was made 
cardinal at the last 
consistory. 
The 
new Pope, like his predecessor, be­ 
longs to the antimodernist, school. 
As soon us the ballots showed a se­ 
lection made (he secretary of the con­ 
clave and the m aster of ceremonies 
und other officiate were admitted into 
the hall. 
The cardinal deacon, ac­ 
companied by other orders of the car­ 
dinals immediately presented himself 
before the new Pope and demanded 
lf he accepted 
the 
election. 
I>e,la 
Chiesa 
replied 
affirm atively. 
Imme­ 
diately the “ Baldachinos" or canopies 
over the chairs of the other members 
of the Sacred College were dropped 
to toe door, Della Chiesa’s alone re­ 
mained. 
The latter then announced 
his choico of name.

Bt. Peter's ring to the new pontiff.

The resolution passed by the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday favoring a 
state law th at will allow money taken 
In in this county for hunter’s and 
angler’s licenses to be retained for use 
in game protection and fish distribu­ 
tion In this county m et wit,h approval 
by sportsm en in Orange county 
Two years ago there was an Or­ 
ange County Fish & Game Protective 
Association. 
By the way, w hat has 
come of th at organization th^t was 
born through the m inistrations of the 
State Fish & Game Commission 
and 
which started out with a lusty child­ 
hood? 
This county association had 
three or four m eetings in which it 
outlined changes th at it thought ought 
to be made in the state fish and game 
laws. 
One recom m endation th at went 
through with an unanim ous vote was 
th at all or part of the money collected 
in each county be retained by that 
county as a fund with which to fight 
enemies of game. 
At that time there was little hope 
that the m easure would, become law, 
for it was openly declared that the 
proposal would m eet with direct op­ 
position from the State Fish * Game 
Commission, which gets a large part 
of its funds through the sale of hunt­ 
er’s and angler’s licenses. 
So far as 
can be learned this county’s associa­ 
tion was the only one th at undertook 
to start the ball rolling. 
Since then, however, the idea 
has 
gained foothold In various parts of the 
state, and an organization known as 
the California State Fish, Game and 
Forest Protective League has been or­ 
ganized, and it is even 
now 
laying 
plans for making a fight in the next 
legislature for a law th at will alfow 
counties to handle their own fish and 
game protective problems. 
Orange county's hunters contribute 
about $2500 a. year to the support 
of the State Fish and Game Commis­ 
sion work. 
If memory serves right, 
the total receipts at the county clerk’s 
office for hunter’s’ licenses In the last 
year reached over $2600. 
In return for this the state has two 
deputies in this county, and it is a 
guess that the money paid to them 
will not equal half of the amount paid 
to the state. 
This California State Fish, Game & 
Forest Protective League may have a 
good many other irons in the fire be­ 
sides the one brought to attention 
here. 
The writer of this article rath­ 
er suspects that it has. 
Its attitude 
toward the license money use, how­ 
ever, is made clear in its communi­ 
cation to the Board of Supervisors, 
W|hlch passed the resolution indicated 
in the following communication 
to 
the board: 
“Capitola, Cal., Aug. 29, 1914. 
“To the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors: 
“Gentlemen: 
The Legislative and 
Law Committee of the above entitled 
league has received communications 
from various portions of the state rec­ 
ommending that all hunting 
license 
fees, paid within the respective coun­ 
ties of the state (other than within a 
city and county) and which fees are 
now diverted to the use of the State 
Fish A Game Commission, aud by that 
body re-apportioned at its discretion 
to the fish and game protective needs 
of the said counties, be In future paid 
into a proper fund, in and tor the di­ 
rect use of such said various counties. 
“It is also recommended that ang­ 
ling license fees paid within counties 
owning, operating or assisting in the 
maintenance of any county fish hatch- 
try, be paid into a fish hatchery fund, 
in and for the direct use of the coun­ 
ties wherein collected. 
“It is argued, and 
with 
apparent 
reason, that local enforcement of fish 
and game laws, must, of necessity, be 
better served by a board of supervi­ 
sors than by a distant Btate control, 
however efficient 
and

SHOT ON TRIP 


Dr. C. E. Price and Herbert Allen 
of Santa Ana and the brothers Walker

Kern river country

in three deer and a great quantity of 
fine mountain trout.
